THE WAR IS ON 
First reports from Nanking 
reaching, Hong Kong last 
night indicated that the Chin- 
ese Communists have at last 
broken across the barrier of 
the Yangtse River. The 
news came immediately on 
the heels of an announce 
ment that peace talks had 
completely — broken down, 
The second, and probably de- 
cisive, phase of the civil war 
would seem to have begun. 
Whatever may be the out- 
come of the almost certain 
victory for the Communists, 
troubled China is in for an- 
other period of misery, pil- 
lave and destruction. it may 
sound jike hair-splitting at 
such a time, but what for in- 
stance will happen to rice 
planting in the fertile areas 
South of the river? Famine 
may well lic in the wake of 
the “glorious people's armies” 
now being urged so ruthless- 
ly on, and promised the 
Heads of Chiang and all the 
vther “war criminals.” 
Although there have been 
several theories, it is some- 
what difficult to understand 
why Mao was willing to 
enter peace negotiations at 
all, Of course he would 
have been willing to accept 
victory without further fight- 
ing. but. knowing the KMT 
leaders and their  connec- 
tions, he can hardly have be- 
lieved they would agree 
humbly to his original eight 
demands, or the subsequent 
24. It is more likely that he 
used the talks as a necessary 
respile for consolidation of 
armies and supply _ lines, 
while at the same time mak- 
ing the familiar Communist 
propaganda move of putting 
the onus for continuation of 
the war on the Nationalists. 
A large-scale, determined 
attack on the Yangtse was 
inevitable, and although 
news of actual preparations 
had been-searce. it could be 
taken for granted that suffi- 
cient junks and improvised 
craft had been accumulated 
at least for a spearhead cross- 
ing. Now there scems no 
reason why Nanking and 
Shanghai should not fall 
within the very near future. 
Even if defensive arrange- 
ments were good, and well- 
armed divisions of high 
morale troops available—. 
which does not seem to be 
the casec—the psychological 
effect of the Yangtse cross- 
ing, the last real barrier to 
the whole of South China, 
will be immensely damaging. 
Presumably the British au- 
thorities are keeping in mind 
the dangerous potentialities 
if a landslide of events re- 


sulted ‘in sudden Communist ). 


control of the Yangtse ports, 
where British warships—in- 
‘cluding those currently in 
the news: London, Amethyst, 
Consort’ and Black Swan— 


are lying. ‘An already tense’ 


situation could become .ex- 
plosive. — 

As the war_ rolls further 
South, we in Hong Kong can 
prepare for a possibly over- 
whelming influx of refugees, 
and the near-dead: hand of 
the colony’s government may 
at last be forced to take mea- 
sures’ against uncontrolled 
immigration. The minority 
of unscrupulous landlords 
and other profiteers may rub 
their. hands and.-wonder if 
there is any ceiling at all to 
the sums they can wrest

Mr. Winston Churchill, renewing his call for o Unit- 


od Europo hero today, 


declared: “Tho people of 


Europe will have to sink or swim togothor.” 
“We have full faith that the time has come when 
they will decide to swim,” he told the 21-nation 
. Economic Conference of the European Move- 


ment at its opening session, 
“We must think and plan and 


toil, not only as pat- 


riots in our own countries, but as Europeans if 
wo aro not to bo paupers or slaves,” Mr. Chur- 


chill said. 

Attacking the "crazy system” 
of the old Europe, with its 20 
or more separate States, “each 
an economic unit fortified by 
tariff walls,” Mr. Churchill said 
there is no hope of recovery If 
Europe simply strives to rebuild 
itself on the old national lines. 

“Excessive nationalism ~ and 
consequent military precautions 
thrive on such a foundation as 
that of the old divided Europe.” 
Mr. Churchill continued, “Europe, 
which has been. and could still 


draw far closer to Europe and to 


folthful comradeships we can 
defend ourselves against all our 
enemies, and we can persevere 
for the rebuilding of a shattered

“What we must hove Is frecly 
convertible money as it was be- 
fore 1914, when you could go 
anywhere without a passport and 
with any kind of money, and be 
certain of changing, it.

It is 
something we have got to get 
back to.”
